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1* Hajmasker today is a complete camp complex made up of three parts and 
numerous barrack ttdupB , Hungarian units are stationed here permanently, 
and a minimum of 4,000 to 5,000 Soviet troops v^ich have been detailed here 
from different whits, aye always present.

the eastern and southern shores of Lake Balaton, after which the troops moved 
south. Extensive troop movements in this area were ascertained .during these 
weeks. ■h, 

3. In connection with the cantonments in the Hajmrfsktfr area, it should he men tioned 
that extensive road building and ■ enlargement of depots and quarters have been 
carried out during the past year • A new connecting road has been built thr ough > 
the position. This road begins at the village of Oak®, 2k kilometers northeast 

of Teszprem, and' rune soutttfard from the old rOad between the old road *h& the 
locality of S<Jly, 10 kilometers northeast of TeszprAa. It Joins the old road 
2.5 kilometers south of the military base. There is also a so-called “northern 
road which runs along the northern side of the military base and unites 
Hajmasktfr and Osk®. This road is blocked at present end used only by the military. 
The National Engineering. Construction Enterprise has been engaged for in 

laying new water lines and other works at the base.
